Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1939. 

The  Minister  of  Health  considers  that  an  interim  report  only 
should  be  made  for  the  year  1939,  the  report  being  confined  to  essential 
and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during  the 
year.  Therefore,  this  report  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  chief  vital 
statistics  ;  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Departments  ; 
the  cases  treated  in  the  various  Hospitals  ;  the  prevalence  of  Infectious 
Diseases  ;  Sanitary  Administration,  and  Housing. 

-The  necessity  for  the  curtailment  is  the  increased  pressure  of 
work  in  the  public  health  departments  of  local  authorities  and  the 
need  for  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  paper.  Records,  however,  will 
be  carefully  preserved  in  order  that  after  the  termination  of  the  war 
the  full  particulars  for  the  year  1939  can  be  embodied  in  the  report 
then  issued  so  that  the  series  of  annual  records  may  be  continuous 
and  complete. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  new  Nurses’  Home  and  the  very 
considerable  alterations  and  extensions  at  the  Borough  General 
Hospital,  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Kent 
accepted  an  invitation  to  perform  the  opening  ceremony  which  took 
place  on  the  6th  July. 

The  function  was  attended  by  a  large  and  appreciative  audience, 
to  whom  the  new  building  was  opened  for  inspection. 

The  new  wards  and  operating  theatres,  which  are  supplied  with 
the  most  modern  equipment  and  apparatus,  have  in  use  given  the 
utmost  satisfaction. 

I  have  to  thank  my  staff  at  the  Health  Department  and  in  the 
various  Corporation  Hospitals  for  their  loyal  support  and  to  offer  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  generous  support  and  guidance.  To 
all  other  Corporation  officials  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
their  constant  courtesy  and  consideration.

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POPULATION. — The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for  the 
mid-year  1939,  was  78,090  (compared  with  the  1931  Census  figures 
of  79,322),  and  last  year’s  estimate  of  78,140. 


BIRTHS. — There  were  1,438  births  registered  of  children 
born  in  this  borough  in  1939  ;  218  births  belonged  to  parents  resident 
outside  Warrington,  while  72  children  were  horn  outside  the  borough 
to  parents  resident  within. 

Deducting  the  218  births  from  the  total  registered,  1,438,  and 
adding  the  72  births,  we  have  accredited  to  Warrington  1,292  births 
(647  males  and  645  females). 

The  birth-rate  for  Warrington  per  J, 000  living  of  the  population 
was  16.5  in  1939,  compared  with  16.4  in  1938,  and  15.0  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  total  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  37  (18  males,  19 
females),  compared  with  38  births  in  1938. 


MARRIAGES. — There  were  848  marriages  during  the  year, 
the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  being  10.8.  In  1938  there  were 
851  marriages,  giving  a  rate  of  10.9. 


DEATHS. — 969  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the 
Borough  during  1939.  Of  these,  however,  157  were  non-residents. 
During  the  same  period,  52  deaths .  have  been  reported  as  having 
occurred  outside  the  district  of  persons  usually  resident  in  Warrington. 
Adding  these  and  deducting  the  non-residents  we  have  a  total  of  864 
deaths  accredited  to  Warrington  for  1939,  compared  with  873  in  1938; 

This  gives  us  a  death-rate  of  11.1  per  1,000  persons  living  during 
1939,  compared  with  11.1  in  1938  arid  12.5  in  1937. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.1  ;  for  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  12.0;  and  for  Eondon  11.9.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  and  the  deaths 
therefrom,  together  with  the  numbers  treated  at  Aikin  Street  Hospital 
are  given  in  the  Appendix  ‘page  17). 
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There  were  altogether  130  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  in  1939  compared  with  144  in  the  previous  year  (includes 
whooping  cough).  The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  homes  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred 
was  5957. 

VACCINATION. 

734  children  were  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year  1939 
compared  with  6+0  in  1938  and  86*1  in  1937. 

CANCER. 

77  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Hospitals  during  the 
year.  71  of  these  cases  had  not  received  previous  advice  or  treatment. 
9  cases  were  provided  with  advice  or  treatment  at  another  hospital 
under  arrangements  made  by  the  Council. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Clinical  Officer  of  the  Treatment  Centre,  Dr.  Ellis  Pigott, 
reports  that  the  cases  dealt  with  in  1939  were  as  follows  : —

The  shopkeepers  for  safety  have  closed  their  shops  much  earlier 
than  the  fixed  closing  hours.

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FACTORIES. 

The  Factory  Act  of  1937  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July, 
1938,  abolished  the  terms  : — workshops,  textile,  and  non-textile 
factories,  and  the  term  “factory”  is  provided  for  all  classes. 

More  female  labour  is  being  employed  and. consequently  alteration 
in  the  factories  have  been  taken  in  hand  to  comply  with  the  Welfare 
Regulations  of  the  Act. 

1431  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  premises  to 
ascertain  that  the  provisions  of  the  Factory  Act,  1938,  were  being 
carried  out  from  a  health  standpoint. 

HOUSING. 

The  outbreak  of  war  curtailed  the  building  of  houses  by  local 
authorities.  In  this  borough  the  housing  programme  for  Slum 
Clearance  had  almost  been  completed.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  1939, 
the  Council  had  condemned  and  caused  to  be  demolished  1074 
insanitary  houses.  4498  displaced  persons  had  been  rehoused  mainly 
in  houses  erected  by  the  local  authority. 

There  still  remains  a  large  number  of  overcrowded  houses  to  be 
dealt  with  when  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
SUMMARY  FOR  YEAR  1939. 

Milk  Supply  : —  . 

471  Inspections  were  made  of  milkshops  and  shops  where  bottled 
milk  is  sold. 

44  Inspections  were  made  of  8  cowsheds  within  the  town. 

79  Samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examina¬ 
tion. 

6  Samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli,  of 
these  5  samples  were  from  cows  kept  on  premises  outside 

the  borough  and  one  from  premises  within  this  borough.

1039  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  9  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  Warrington. 

272  visits  were  paid  to  Butchers’  shops. 

393  V  isits  were  paid  to  premises  where  Potted  Meat,  Sausages,  Nc., 
are  prepared. 

40  Visits  were  paid  to  the  three  Tripe  Boiler  premises.

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Condemned  Food: — Beef  Carcases  75  cuts.,  Beast  Offals  16cwts., 
Sheep  Carcases  and  Offal  cwts.,  Pig  Carcases  and  Offal  17J  cwts., 
Imported  Beef  and  Offal  3  cwts.,  Fish  and  Poultry  8  cwts.,  Tinned

Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1928 — 1938. 

169  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during  the 
year  1939.  The  samples  included  18  principal  varieties  of  foods. 

13  samples  of  Milk  failed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations,  nine  were  deficient  in  none  fatty  solids  only.  Further 
elaborate  analytical  investigations  proved  that  the  deficiencies  in 
nine  samples  were  due  to  natural  causes.  Further  samples  were  taken 
from  the  producers  supply  in  the  four  remaining  samples.  These  all 
contained  more  than  the  legal  minimum  of  fat. 

1  sample  of  Lard  and  1  sample  of  Shredded  Suet  were  reported  - 
not  satisfactory.  Further  samples  were  reported  to  be  genuine. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

There  are  51  cases  on  the  register  of  the  Warrington  and  District 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Society.  The  Institute  for  the  Deaf  is  at  13,  Wilson 
Patten  Street. 

There  are  26  males  and  25  females.  3  of  the  males  are  not 
’  employed,  due  to  old  age  or  defective  sight.  6  of  the  females  are 
employed  at  work  outside  their  homes,  and  the  remainder  are  carrying 
out  home  duties. 


WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

14  children  attended  the  partially-sighted  class  at  Evelyn  Street 
School.  The  children  are  examined  at  least  once  each  quarter  by 
Dr.  O.  N.  Duthie,  eye  specialist.  The  Warrington  and  District 
Society  for  the  Blind  co-operate  with  the  Health  Department  in 
assisting  persons  with  defective  vision  with  a  view  to  preventing  total 
blindness.  The  society  express  great  appreciation  for  the  work 
carried  out  by  Dr.  Duthie. 

Certification  of  Blindness. 

During  1939  16  new  cases  were  registered  and  4  additional  cases 
were  moved  into  Warrington  Borough,  15  blind  persons  died,  3  cases 
removed  to  residences  outside  the  borough,  and  6  cases  were  de-certified. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  196  registered  blind  persons  in 
Warrington,  a  decrease  of  4  cases  on  the  previous  year.  Of  the  196 
blind  persons  8  are  in  training,  30  employed  in  the  Society’s  work¬ 
shop,  5  persons  are  working  elsewhere,  4  home  workers,  5  trained  but 
unemployed,  140  unemployed,  and  4  of  school  age.
